Asked in a question-and-an- 
swer period at the conclusion of 
his talk what specific benefits 
may be realized for this section, 
Mr. Brown said, “If the right 
people talk to the right people, 
a pilot plant for this section 
might be possible.” 

He mentioned the interest of 
the Signal Corps in germanium 
and in the deposits found near 
here. He also pointed out that 
one firm may be contacted about 
such a plant, but declined to 
name the firm. 

This information, however, was I 
passed on to A. J. Asher, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the Eastern 
Kentucky Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Foundation which is in¬ 
terested in the development of 
the area. Mr. Asher sat in on 
the meeting. 

In a lengthy history of the 
discovery and development of 
germanium for use in electronics 
and radar. Brown said the ele¬ 
ment is “trapped" in smoke¬ 
stacks and flues of industrial 
users of coal. At this time there 
is not a pilot plant in the coun- 
try. 

He advised all who desired to 
send samples of coal for free lab¬ 
oratory test to submit blocks 
ranging from three to five inches I 
in thickness from the bottom and I 
top of the coal seam.

reau. Mr. Nickell recalled the 
great changes and progress in 
this section and how much bet¬ 
ter prices are now. 

Mrs. Custer Jones, who oper¬ 
ates the store is a daughter of 
the late Joe C. Stamper who for 
many years operated the store 
and several hundred acres of 
land nearby and also in the Blue 
Grass. Mrs. Jones said we are 
now building up some hill land 
which her great grandfather wore 
out. She commented how the 
farm program is helping to re¬ 
build our worn out soil. About 
this time Mr. Jones came in the 
store. We learned he had been 
driving a team and hauling some 
fertilizer. Mr. Jones being one 
of the best business men and for 
more than 30 years a banker, we 
could understand that he had 
made a success by hard work. 

Mr. Jones was kind enough to 
talk with Mr. Murphy and be 
interviewed on the radio. He re¬ 
called when he was cashier and 
President of the Morgan County- 
National Bank at Cannel City, 
how little the farmer received 
for their products and how much 
progress and improvement had 
been made during the program 
of the PMA and other agencies 
assisting the farmers. He said 
that farming has rebuilt this 
county beyond anything we can 
realize. He further said these 
farm stories carried by the Cour¬ 
ier help boost the good things the 
farmers are doing. They are en¬ 
titled to it and it helps others to 
see what they are doing. It is a 
public service. 

In conclusion we are convinced 
that the farmers are very much 
in accord with the farm programs 
and want all of them to continue. 
One is impressed to hear them 
express it in such terms as: ‘‘Let 
it alone,” “Do not monkey with 
it”, “We have no complaint”, and 
“More like it is.” 

It was at the instance of Earl 
W. Kinner, publisher of the Lick¬ 
ing Valley Courier and the Elliott 
County News, that I have made 
these trips and talked to farmers 
in various parts of the county, 
returned and wrote some of the 
things they said. Space did not 
permit all to be used. 

Also there are several other 
fine sections which have made 
equal progress and improvement 
which I have been unable to 
visit. However, I feel that I have 
heard and seen enough to con¬ 
vince anyone that wonderful and 
amazing progress has been made 
in Morgan county in recent years. 
All of it, of course, is not due to 
the farm program. Roads and 
the REA have done their share. 
Farm machinery has helped to 
possible. But I feel certain with¬ 
out PMA and its program the 
farmers would never have made 
the improvement and had the 
farm income they now have.
